B. Roosevelt, a son of Theodore 
Roosevelt, has been wounded in ac- 
tion with the American forces in 
France. 
A cablegram was received 


today at the colonel's office here. 
Young Roosevelt is a captain. 


The message came from Theodore 


Roosevelt, jr., a major with the 
American expeditionary troops, 
it 
reads: 


"Archie 
wounded by shrapnel 


slightly in leg. Arm broken, but not 
badly. No danger. 
Ted." 


"I am as proud of my four boys 


as I can be," Colonel Roosevelt said 
when informed by his 
secretary, 


Miss Josephine Stryker, over the tel- 
ephone at his home in Oyster Bay, 
where the former president is re- 
cuperating from his recent illness. 
"As long as Archie was not killed, 
everything is all right." 


Earlier in the day the colonel 


had received unofficial information 
that, a French general had decorated 
Archie with tne cross of war for 
gallantry in action. 
With details 


lacking as to how Archie received 
his wounds, the colonel said he as- 
sociated the receipt of the cross with 
this exploit. 


Before Major Roosevelt's cable- 


gram regarding his brother was re- 
ceived it had been assumed that tbe 
cross was conferred upon Archie in 
connection with an experience he had 
earlier in the war. Regarding this 
earlier experience the colonel took 
a few newspaper men into his con- 
fidence '•some months ago. • 
The colonel said then that he had 


recelvec(^l*pid that Archie had led 
a raiding party 'out into No-Man's 
Land at night and that he was un- 
der fire: 
At the time the colonel 


was talking announcement was made 
that AchiB jumped from a second 
lieutenant to a captain and the col- 
onel assumed that it was for that 
action. 


A few weeks ago the colonel sent 


a cablegram to his son informing 
him that .a baby named Archibald B. 
Roosevelt, jr., had been born to the 
captain's wife, who was Miss Grace 
S. Lockwood of Boston.

the Parker and the gallantry of the 
eight American sailors who jumped 
into the sea and swam to the rescue 
of survivors on rafts and wreckage.

The destroyer, although far distant 
picked up a wireless message and 
hurried to the

BROWNING MACHINE GUN. 


One 
of

principal 
crimes 


charged against the management of 
the war department has been the 
Browning machine gun. Our humor-

The army would not be delay- 
ed for lack of machine guns.

great obstacle to early participation 
in the fighting is lack of ships. An

Fjench machine guns were gradly of- 
fered us, all that we needed or could 
use. 


So the department went ahead on 


the theory of getting the best possi- 
ble gun, confident that by the time 
the ships were ready in sufficient 
quantities, the guns would be. No 
body of troops has had to be held 
back. And if we do get a superior 
weapon by taking time for it, the

WEST TO SUBSCRIBE 


MONROE DOCTRINE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Los Angeles. March 13.—Twenty-one 
republics of the 
western hemisphere 
will subscribe to a new 
Monroe doc- 
trine, embracing the cardinal principles 
alreadv established and adding addi- 
tional tenets, according to a statement 
by Dr. Alejandro Alvares, 
secretary- 
general of the institute of internation- 
al law and member of court of arbitra- 
tion at The Hague who adlressed stu- 
dents of a. law college here last nigiit. 
The new principles. Dr. Alvares said, 
will prevent the cession of any ter- 
ritory in the i\ estern hemisphere as a. 
war indemnity to any 'European -power 
and will prevent the acquisition of such 
territory to any European power for 
an\ purpose by any method 
Dr. Alvares said the 
new 
doctrine 
was based vm the 
interpretation 
of 
President1 Wilson's"war,message of last 
August as interpreted by the American 
institute of- international 
law. Five 
representatives of each western repub- 
lic form the institute. Elihu Root and 
Robert Lansing being among the rep- 
resentatives of the United States. 
"The old Monroe doctrine embodies 
thr«e great principles." 
said' Dr. ;A1- 
vanes. ''They are 'right of independ- 
ence.' 'non-occupation' and 'non-colo- 
nization of the 
western 
hemisphere.' 
When the war ends we -will hold a 
great conference and add two 
more 
points. They will be 'American repub- 
lics cannot give territorial rights to 
European powers' and 'no European 
pon-er can permanently 
occupy any 
portion of the western hemisphere.'" 
Dr. Alvares said all the Latin-Amer- 
icans were convinced that the war must 
continue until Prussianism is -d^ad.

U-BOAT DESTMi 


GREW CAPTURED BY 


A BRITISH VESSEL 


London, Feb. 23.— (By Mail) — 


The British destroyer Ariel recently 
overpowered ami destroyed a (Jer- 
nian submarine and'captured eight 
of the crew. 
The Ariel was on pa- 


trol duty when she got a report o£ 
A submarine In northern waters. 


Sighting the periscope of the sub- 


marine at a distance of nearly a mile 
the Ariel made for the enemy crnft, 
firing as she approached. The gun- 
ners made good practice and the 
periscope 
3f 
the 
submarine 
was 


struck fairly. Going at full speed the 
Ariel attempted to ram the German 
and passed right over her. The sub- 
marine was damaged and came to the 
surface. 


Faced \\ ith destruction the crew 


of the submarine attempted to use 
their eun on the destroyer. 
After 


two or three shots from the bow- 
gun of the warship, however, the 
crews of the I"-boat began to appear 
on deck with their hands above their 
heads in token of surrender. Sever- 
al boats were lowered and eight men 
of the submarine crew were res- 
cued. 


iVear Blacksod bay, on the western 


coast of Ireland, an armored patrol 
steamer was victorious in a fight 
with a German submarine in British 
coastal waters. 
While the armed 


steamer was in Blacksod bay word 
was brought that a German subma- 
rine was firing on a merchant ship 
just outside Achill head. The patrol 
steamer went right out and an hour 
later sighted a submarine painted 
black, about two miles off. 


AYlien 
the patrol steamer 
was 


about SOO yards off. she began to 
use her guns. 
All the shots were 


effective and the submarine attempt- 
ed t3 get awav but the patrol steam- 
er maintained its firing. 


Suddenly a lot of smoke \\as seen 


coming from the aft-side of the con- 
ning tower of the U-boat and it 
stooped. 
Its stern then began to 


sink. 
Soon the conning tower disap- 


pared and only the forepart of the 
L'-boat was above water. 
After a 


moment the submarine disappeared 
entirely, leaving a large cloud of 
smoke. 
The patrol steamer waited 


about the vicinity for two hours but 
saw no trace of the U-boat. 


The British destroyer 
Ariel in 


March. 191Z, rammed and sank the 
German submarine U-12. Ten mem- 
bers of the crew of 28 on the U-boat 
were rescued by the crew of the 
Ariel. 
The U-12 had taken active 


part in Germa noperations against 
British shipping.
